— The Mail's lead- 
ing editorial, headed "A triumph that 
cannot last," says that when the Mac- 
kenzie government was defeated in 
1878, the victorious party had good 
majorities from all the provinces, and 
was not cimcenied in a racial or re- 
li^iiouH isHiie. To-day the circum- 
.Mtaiiccii lire altoj^elliei- dill'erent. 
The Jjibenils, taking; the result 
all round, got the balance of 
power from their Quebec majority. It 
iH a tiueliec majority, and it is by virtue 
of t^uebec alone tlxey can live. What is 
more, tliey have brouj^ht about this 
dition by a race cry ])reciHely similar to 
that which Mercier raised. The Mail 
repeats that Mr. Laurier's candiilates 
in many places succeeded by [iromising 
a more drastic remedial Ijill than th 
one ofl'erod and closes tliu.s: "The 
situation as reiiards this issue is thus 
Iieculiar. Laurier is pletlged to his ina-

Among them was the fol 
lowing from Erastus Wiman: " Because 
I love jaynative land and honor you, 1 
congratulate you from tbe bottom of 
my heart. Now may the daisy that 
springs from the earth on one side of 
the border line, and nods its head on the 
other, no longer mark the commercial 
barrier that cuts this continent in two. 
But maintaining the heartiest allegiance 
to the greatest of tiinpires in 
the coiiuiiercial world, may Can- 
ada emulate the t;loriou8 example of 
Great iiritaiu, and in tlie f.'reate.'^t 
of her colonies illustrate the principle 
that tbe freest excliange creates the 
greatest wealtti, begets tlie largest de- 
velopment, and enlarges and equalizes 
in the greatest degree the area of opjior- 
tunity, now needing as never before, on 
botii sides of the line, enlargement and 
ei] ualization." 

Cpininenting editorially on the result of 
the Canadian elections, the Journal 
says : " The Liberal victory promises 
well for iuiproveaient of relations be- 
tween Canada and the United States, 
but it would have been worth infinitely 
niore if it had come four years ago.

It is in illn. y's in- 
cisive style, and forms one oi llie most 
ini])ortant documents of the series. 'Lbe 
St. .fames Gazette further states that no 
definite conclusion has been reached yet, 
though considerable progress has been 
made toward a general treaty of arbitra- 
tion between the two countries.

Further results of Tuesday's elections 
received by wire yesterday show that 
Nicholas Flood Davin, Conservative, in- 
stead of being defeated by the Patron 
Mclnnesin West Aasiniboia, has been 
elected by two votes, and ia to submit to 
the test of a recount. In Manitoba, 
Armstrong, Con,, was said to be elected 
for Selkirk, and not McDonell, Lib., as 
previously reported, but the latest des- 
patch last evening made Selkirk still in 
tioubt; and placed F^isgar in the same 
category, though tbe Liberal, Kicliard- 
Hon, had lieen definitely reported elected 
tlieie. It is (|uite possible, therefore, 
that the Liberals have not carried even 
one seat in Manitoba. 

Nicolet, in Quebec, has returned 
Ledue, Lib., and not Boisvert, Con., as 
first reported ; and in Rouville the vic- 
tory appears to have been inadvertently 
ascribed to Fournier, Con., in place of 
Brodeur, Lib. 

Tbe last word regarding North On- 
tario is that McGillivray is two votes be- 
hind, but this is not positively stated. 
Algoina, supposed to be Conservative, ia 
not yet reported. 

Advices from Hicbmond, Nova Scotia, 
give Gillies, Con., 12 majority, in jdaco 
of a victory for Flyiiii, laberal. 

Kings, in I'rince Ldwaril Island, ap- 
))ears to have re-elected tho old member,

O tt.vuw, ,111116 25. — At to-day's meet- 
ing of the cabinet the conclusion was 
reached that as soon as certain pressing 
routine business is disposed of the min- 
istry will tender their resignation to 
His Excellency. This business will only 
take a fev; days, so that early in next 
week Mr. Laurier may be called upon to 
form bis caljinet. Constitutional jirac- 
tice, it is said, would have justilied the 
present government in meeting jiarlia- 
nient, tliough of late years in 
England this course has not been 
followed. In 1878 also in Can- 
ada, it will be remembered, 
Hon. Alex. Mackenzie submitted to the 
inevitable within one month of tbe poll- 
ing, and the new ministry was thus 
able to be organized before parliament 
met. The ministers present in town to- 
day were Sir Charles Tupper, Messrs. 
Foster, Dickey, Angers, Taillon, Des- 
jardins, Maggart, Wood and Montague. 
The abhenlees were Messrs. Smith, 
Costigan, JIacdonald, Prior, Tisdale, 
Fergiicon and Koss, but most of these 
will be here by Saturday. 

When Sir Charles wa.y asked to-night 
whether any appointments would be 
made before the government resigned, 
he said he could not say ; but his man- 
ner and a remark which he made to 
your correspondent implied that' 
Huch might be looked for. These, '• 
however, are not likely to be 
of a very important character. 
Sir Charles pointed out that English 
precedent allow a retiring government 
to make appointments. The local Grit 
politicians are demanding a clean sweep 
in the public service, and they expect 
that many heads will fall into the basket 
when Mr. Laurier takes control.

MAIL STEAMER WRECKED. 

A Coaster Wrecked OIT Newfoundland- 
All the Passengers Saved— Fifty- 
four Mail Bags Lo.st. 

St. Johns, Nfld., June 25. — (Special)— 
All of the passengers of the steamer 
Capulet, wrecked in St;' Mary's bay on 
Saturday, have reached here. i?hey 
saved nothing but the clothing they 
wore. Only nine bags of mail matter 
were saved of the sixty-three on board. 
All the bags containin'^ letters and 
registered parcels were lost. This mail 
constitutes a fortnight's accumulation, 
the whole of the American and 
Canadian mail for the entire 
island of Newfoundland. The loss 
ia practically a colonial calamity, 
as it will seriously hamper business as 
large sums of money, including remit- 
tances from Newfoundland emigrants to 
relatives at home were included in the 
mail. The passengers are in a wretched 
plight, especially the women, several of 
whom were bound on European tours 
which they will be forced to abandon 
owing to tho loss of their wardrobes. 
The ])assengera and crew regard tho loss 
of the ship at. midday on calm sea as 
inexcusable and seafaring men of the 
vicinity concur in this opinion. Public 
feeling is very strong over the loss of 
the mails, which, according to most of 
tho persons on board, the seamen could 
easily have saved. 

All tho fjshormen along tho coast n,-o 
occupied at the wreck. A good ileal of 
the cargo is saved. Reports of looting 
by resident flahermen are largely ex- 
aggerated. One bagof noail was rifled. 
The English passengers proceeded to 
Liverpool by .the Carthaginian last 
night. It is expected that unpleasant 
facts will be shown when the board of 
trade begin an inquiry into the circum- 
stances of the wreck.

Two Straagely Dillerent Scenes on tlie 
Ktaodlnaky Plain— A Repulsive Picture. 

Moscow Dlsiiatcb In tbe t.oDdon Times. 
The place where this terrible catas- 
trophe occurred is the Khodinsky Plain, 

on which races, military reviews, and 
popular faira are generally held, opjioa- 
ite to tlie IV'trofsky Palace.

The aspect of a baltlefielii just after a 
light id nut so repulsive a picture as this 
part of the plain [ireaented an hour or 
Lwo later, iiml, in i.icl, all day long, fur 
tin; bodies were not all removed until 
evening. Alllhrongh the day corpses 
were being transported into the town in 
Red Cross Aviigons, lire brigade carts and 
furniture vans. The bodies lay in some 
places in heaps five or six feet deep, just 
as they had fallen. Tho terrible beat 
and glur(! of the sun soon bad their 
ellect, and the stencli became nnhear- 
nble. The black and purple discoloring 
of llie factrg ot" tliosu scjueezed and siiflb- 
catctl was gliatdly.-

it was con?idi'i('d inipoasihle to countor- 
nuuul tlie letiiainder of tho fete. The 
fashionable iiiowda began to pour out 
of tlie town to the large stands niul 
tribunes erected to overFook the plain 
in front of the Petrofsky Palace 
about noon. Tbe imperial paviiion 
was in the centre. The heat was very op- 
pressive and the dust very annoying. 
Wtjll-diesseil people in their comfortable 
carrioL't'S daHhiiig along tbe road <vmld 
see, ii tliey cared to look, the Wiig(jnB 
liiled willi eoriiai'a, covered over with 
tarpaulins, ljein;_' taken into llie town. 
Ihiornions (dieiaiii:; crowds stood all 
along Tver atreet ami all over the plain, 
iiotwii liBtandiiig. 

The b^mperor and Empress arrived at 
tbe central pavilion, oRcorteil by a ii tim- 
ber of inountiid ollicers, at '1 o'clock. 
N'otliiiig could be seen from this point of 
the terrible misfortune of tbe early morn- 
ing, althougli heaps of bodies were lying 
not many hundred yards to the left. In 
front of" the imperial pavilion could be 
seen a closely packed area of uncovered 
heads, extending back over the plain as 
far as the eye could reach. There inuet 
have been half a million of people pre- 
.seiit. 

The pavilions ami tribunoa were 
crowdeii with jiaily dres.^ed apectator.s, 
and everyhoily joined hcMrtily in the 
welcoiiif iriveii to the t>.ar. When the 
Emperor and Liiijire.'^a apjieared on tho 
tipper balcony the (dieering was accotu- 
jjanied hy iniiaic and the singing of the 
national liY iiiii . The ci'owd immediate- 
ly in front (jf the pavilimi was comprised 
of choirs of adults and children, several 
conductors on raised platforms bleating 
time. The imperial hymn was repeat- 
eti over and over again, also parts of 
Glinka's opera " Life for the Czar." 

The Kiiiperor, with head imcovered 
and looking sad, repeatedly bowed his 
acknowiegmeiits, aa also did tlie lOin- 
ni-es.s. On the lower terrace of tho 
p;ivilion waa a brilliant asaemhlage of 
imperial anil royal princea, princesses, 
tiiiihasaailm'H, and diatingiiiahed iiiiests. 
To the iioine of the cheers, 
aingiiiLr and music, were added tho 
thniidor of iirlillery aalvoH tuid the ring- 
ing ui hells. A large balloon "'■nt tip 
in ihe di.-itanc,e, and hunilieds ol n il gas- 
lillcd balls were let up into the air. It 
wa>f a urand and entbiisiastic. reception. 
Such was the einotloii caused by the 
scene that just in front of me, in a re- 
served space round the pavilion, one 
lady went down on her knees and made 
the sign of the cross. 

.\t the cemetery the bodies of tho vie- 
linia were) laid out in long lines, only a 
HMiall proportion of them in cotlina, hut 
all cuvorod with .slieeta. The number 
here oisjilayed waa, 1 learned, 1,1384. 
The peiipic are wonderfully calm, almost 
stolid, 111 tbiar grief, t.ln a long table 
are displayed lists on wliitdi tin! namen 
of those identilied and those missing are 
inscribed. The dead belonging to the 
ortlKidox faith have on their beada 
pa|)er crowns illuniimitod with three 
images— oi Christ, tho Virgin and Kl

.SIR LEOyAlW TJIJ.RY. 

Sir Leonard Tilley wiis a i-epreeenta- 
tive man. He belonged to that large 
class of Biitish American colonists ^ho 
pushed their way to the front raiik with- 
out any of the advantages which sire now 
considered ueccsanry to i-uecoss. Whuii 
he was a buy tlie I'roviiico of Now Briins- 
\vit;lc possL'B.sed very lew institutions of 
leiirniiiK, and the best of those existing 
were out of the reach of young Tilley: 
Like most colonists ho had to begin to 
earn his own living at an early age. 
Bat he possessed an ai;tive mind, good 
Hbilities, unlimited persevoranct} and 
great force of character. He made 
the be.st use of tlie means of self-im- 
provement that were open to him. At 
an early age he became connected with 
temperantse organizations. The Lodge 
Boom of the Sons of Temperance was 
his college. He attained prominence in 
tlie order we have named and through 
it obtained an iiitrodiuition into pubHc 
life. Ho ilistingiiished himself in the 
Legislature ol his native colony, and he- 
fore he arrived at middle age became 
one of its leading men. His life was 
blameless. He was gentle in his manner 
and had none of the bumpliouanese 
which is supposed to characterize self- 
made men. He lived to be Finance 
Minister oi the DQUiiiiioii and Ciovernor 
of New Brunswick, and he maintained 
throughout his whole life the respect 
and esteem of his fellow countrymen. 



A BUSINESS MAN'S OPINION. 

Men who know nothing about farming 
and whose capacity for receiving new 
ideas is very small indeed, sometimes 
make light of and ridicule the experi- 

jnents which the Government have been 
making to test the (|uulity of tlie soil, 
and to find out the farm products that 
can be raised most successfully in the 
diflerent parts of the Dominion. There 
are, however, other men with larger 
minds who appreciate the work 
(lone on the ex !.'ari mental farms, and 
who estimate at its true value what Raa 
l)een attenijited of htte years to im- 
prove the condition of the Canadian 
farmer. Une of these .is Mr. Walker, 
President of the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce, Toronto. The address which he 
delivered at the last annual meeting of 
the shareholders of the institution con- 
tains tlie following passage: 

Wcaru glad to know that they (our 
farmers) ai)preciiite more and more 
every year the splendid work done for 
them by our Dominion experiiueiitnl 
farms and by our provincial^gricultural 
colleges anci model farm|l. No doubt 
many of our fanners thoroughly realize 
that in order to keep pace with the 
rest of the world they must produce 
results from fanning nearer tlian they 
do now to what the experimental fartuH 
have shown to bo poasible. We hope 
that before long tiie Dominion Govern- 
nieiit will eiial)le the oflii'in-s of the ex- 
perimental farms to duiiionHtiate what 
can be done with linancial success in 
cold storage shii)m,'nts to (ireat iiritain. 
Money spent in this .vay will jn'obably 
bring a (niicker ami more lasting benefit 
to th(^ couulry than nianyof the bonuses 
to mannfat;tiiiers and other aids to 
trade granted by the Government. In 
a year in which throughout almost the 
whole distributing branches of trade 
the merchants in dry goods, groceries, 
hardware and other branches have 
oftener sustained losses than made 
profits, it is well to keep steadily before 
113 the fact that our prosperity rests upon 
agriculture, and that unless that is right 
other things In trade are not likely to be 
right. 

Tills is what a shrewd man of busi- 
□esa, whose knowledge is 'extensive and 
wijose outlook is. wide, saya about the 
encoaragein^pt given by government to 
agriculture. And there ia no doubt that 
he is right. When the Government shows 
tlic farmers of the Dominion what are 
iho, best crops to be . raised and- 



shows them - how -they-- can be' raised 
to the best advantage, it does 
a very great deal towards advancing the 
progress of the country. And when it 
goes a step further and teaches tiiem 
how they can best dispose of what they 
raise, .it adds greatly to the benefits 
which'^it has conferred on the farmer. 
This ia what it has done with re- 
spect to butter and cheese, and what 
it intended doing as regards fresh 
meat, poultry and eggs. The Govern- 
ment, by experimental farms, by dairy- 
ing schools, by advances to butter and 
cheese factories, and by showing how 
cold storage can be applied to farm pro- 
ducts in their conveyance to market, 
has put the farmers of the Dominion in 
the way of increasing the prolita of their 
business at least a hun.ired per cent. 
Those who try to throw ridicule dn what 
the Government has done and is doing 
in this direction display tiieirown small- 
mindedneaa and advertise their own 
ignorance. Work that the President of 
the Bank of Commerce and men of hia 
rank in knowledge and intelligence, set 
a high value upon, it ia folly in' two- 
penny-ha'penny politicians' aad cross- 
roads wiseacres to laugh iit. We have 
rend of a politician not a hundred miles 
from Victoria who at a meeting of agri- 
culturists at the experinientitl fai in was 
loud in his praises of the system and of 
those who inaugurated it, but who when 
haranguing electors at a political meet- 
ing condemned and ridiculed what a few 
months before he had commended most 
highly. ^ 

FARMING jy ENGLAND. 

An obliging friend has sent us a copy 
of the sn()[)lement to the Tavistock 
Gazette of May i;'.), ISlKi. It contains 
nothing else than the report of a sjieech 
delivered by the Duke of Bedford at 
Thoruey in tlie Isle of Ely. That speech 
shows very clearly the condition to 
which the farmers and the landlords of 
many parts of England are reduced 
This is what Hia Grace said of the 
Thorney estate: From 1810 to 1895 
! there had been sjient on tiiat estate 
£tll 1,713, and on maintenance and im- 
provement tOSo, 040, making a total of 
£1,598,353, or nearly eight millions of 
dollars. 

"This," the Duke said, "is a large 
amount of golden thread to spin round 
one estate. And, gentlemen, what 
is the result in the present of the 
weaving that golden web in the past? 
Well, it ia a very unsatisfactory result. 
Briefly, it is this: That the Thorney 
estate does not now pay its own way, 
and that the whole of the rent and more 
also is absorbedin maintai ning the estate. 
Thus in 1894 there was ;i delicit of tl,- 
814 lus.3d., and in 181)5 a deficit oi 
.£145 103. This is b.ad, but it ia nothing 
like as bad as in Hedfordshire and Buck- 
inghamshire. Last year, excluding all 
expenditure on the Abbey and Park and 
Farm, I lost in Bedfordshire and Buck- 
inghamshire £0,3-0." 

Those who believe thf.t the J'higlish 
landlord has a line time of it, with 
plenty of money and nothing to ilo, 
must be ])uzzled to know how that can 
be antl continue when to keep up an 
English estatecosts more than it comes 
to. 

The Duke showed thatthe taxes on the 
land are very heavy, and the troulde is 
that in these dull times, or rather these 
times of close competition with all the 
world, the money to pay the taxes is 
not always forthcoming. He is a free- 
trader and he cannot consistently ask 
for the protection which he, and British 
agriculturists generally, so greatly need, 
but he does ask to be relieved of part of 
the load of taxes he has to carry. Hia 
Grace discusses dillerent modes of farm- 
ing, but he evidently believes that at 
present prices farming in England, no 
matter what system is tried, will not 
ptiy. He tried an experiment on the 
amall holding system and fruit farming. 
He at a very considerable e.\i)ense 
pre|)ared a few ticres of land 
for fruit farming, and stocked it 
with trees. The work had hardly been 
done when the overseer paid him a visit 
and informed him that the rate on the 
land thus prepared had been increased 
thicefold. This was not encouraging. 
We iiuiy sav here that the land on the 
I.'^land of Ely is S|)lendi(l, capable of 
j'ielding thirty-six bushels of wheat to 
the acre, yet it does not pay to raise 
wheat in that part of England ! 

It is quite evident from the Duke of 
Bedford's spi^cch that I'-ngliah free trade 
has not lienelited the farmers of Eng- 
land. After a trial of fifty years tigri- 
cullure is in a most dejiresseil cDiiditioii, 
and the farmers from one end of the 
country to the other are complaining 
moat bitterly, and with good reason. 

In the coarse of his remarks the Duke 
of Bedford quoted a prediution uttered 
by Mr. Cobden which has not been ful- 
lilleil. In one of his speeches Mr. Cob- 
den said : " We liave no more right to 
doubt that the sun in the heavens will 
rise to-morrow than you have to doubt 
that in less than ten years from the time 
when England inaugurates the glorious 
era of commercial freedom every civilized 
comnnmity will be free traders to the 
back-bone." 

Eight yeara later ho declared that the 
time was at hand when other nations 
would be compelled by self-interest and 
by the reality of our prosperity to follow 
our.- example and adopt free trade. 
"Within seven years," said Mr. Cobden, 
" of our repeal of our duties, there will 
not he a custom house in limoiu'." 
Seven times.: seyeii, yeara haYO gone by 



since that prediction was uttered iind 
Great Britain is the only free trade 
nation on the face of the globed 

UNPLEASA NT EXPERIENCE. 

Mr. A. J. Balfour is not turning out a 
very successful leader of the House of 
Commons. Ho does not keep the men 
of his own party, well in hand. Tliere 
has been something like mutmy more 
than once among the majority in the 
Ilouae. Mr. Balfour does not seem to 
understand bis followers. Hia attempt 
last Monday to shelve the education bill 
through the opposition of hiaown friends 
was a failure. The Unionists could not 
in this matteV be induced to follow their 
leader. It is singular that so remark- 
ably clever a man as Blr. Balfour un- 
doubtedly is, has not been able to Iind 
out what lie can safely ask his followers 
to do, and when it would be unsafe 
to ojiposo their wishes or to trespass 
on their patience. Men possessing far 
less intellectual power than Mr. Bal- 
four is endowed with, have been able to 
do pretty much as they liked in the 
House of Commons. This may be be- 
cause they liked to do only what was 
expedient and possible. But this is pre- 
cisely where a leader shows bis ability. 
A Buccessful leader soon finds out by ob- 
servation, and perhaps by instinct, how 
far he can with safety go in opposition 
to the wishef of his friends. 

Harold Frederic, the very able cor- 
responilent of the Xew ^'urk Tiiiiee, saw 
that Mr. Balfour was not developing 
into a strong and nlert leader. In his 
letter of the 13th inst, he says: 

As was su9])ected would he the case, 
Halfoiir'a overlarge iiui joi-lly has proveil 
too |)owerful for his ladylike driving, 
and it is now plniigiiig about on its nwa 
account, not without danger that be 
himself may get trainiilcd on in the pro- 
cess. He gave a imblic piiimise mi 
Thursday to suspeinl the inidniglil rule 
the next evening, but on Fridtiy he was 
forced by signs of a Tory iiiutiiiy to an- 
nounce that he would not do so. His 
serried rows of Tory bucks cheered this 
announcement uproariously, but their 
shouts must have had a painful sound 
in Balfour's ears. They signalized 
nothing but bis personal defeat by 
his own followers. No leader of 
the House ever accepted such a liumili- 
ation from his own |)arty before, but it 
will be surprising if Balfour does not 
find these experiences thrust upon him 
at every turn. He is practically at a 
dead-lock in j)arlianientary business, 
cliielly because of the aniendmenta to 
the etlucation bill which his own side of 
the house piled up. In his extremity 
he has called a iiieeling of the party for 
Monday, at which, for the lirst time, the 
Liberal- Unionists will also attend to 
listen to his appeal for a withdrawal of 
these amendments. 

Mr. Balfour's experiences, though 
painful and perhaps mortifying, mtiy be 
the discipline needed to make him an 
effective leader. His mistakes, likt 
those of other and less eminent men 
may have an educative effect.

If the story be true, which comes by 
way of San Francisco, that Cecil Rhodes 
aiul Barn}' Barnato have sent an exi)ert 
to examine the region lying west and 
Boutliwest of Lake Kootenay, British 
Columbia, the fact \yould indicate that 
these mining kings intend to make a 
venture there. The rejjort further adds 
that the expert found in the Kossland 
and Trail Creek mountain retrions min- 
eral riches far surpassing those of South 
Africa. If the lacts be as stated, we 
may expect brisk times in mining in 
British Columbia. Cecil Rhodes owns 
50,000 shares of the South African Com- 
pany, representing something like one- 
liaU the whole capital. On him more 
than any other individual depends 
the development of the immense 
region of Rhodesia, a country 
which may in general terms be 
said to be tilmoKt as large as 
J'hirope ; hia hands iiuial he [iretly full, 
and his attention jiretly elosely lixed on 
that part of the world. Barney Barniito 
has immense interests in the Transvaal, 
but he has no love for the government , 
and not much hope nf npuedily obtaining 
for the Llitlanders their reaHoiiitble de- 
iiiiinils. There is no insuperable reason 
why these two men should not contem- 
plate a joint venture in JSritish Colum- 
bia. As to the relative riitl.ness of the 
goldmines of that province compared 
with those of the Tran=\aal, there is 
nothing improbable in the report. Aaa 
rule, the ores of the liand are not of 
high grade; the use of modern inven- 
tions in making profitable low grade 
ores accounts for much of the success in 
gold mining in South Africa. The ores 
of British Columbia n ill probably, when 
they are fully developeil , pi oduce i-esults 
more satisfactoi-y than Inivelhe best ven- 
tures in the Rand.

Bucceaaful c)n Tuesday last. He hassnc- 
ceedeil in getting eleeteil himself, but he 
has gained no accession to his i)arty 
worth mentioning. He has lost bis 
loyal and gallant lieutenant, Col. 
O'Brien, bnd it does not appear that he 
will make an imposing figure in the new 
House of Commons. He has made a 
great deal of iniscJiief, it is true, and haa 
benefited many whom he neither likea 
nor respects, but he has done himself no 
good, and hia political prosiiccts are, we 
should say, not particularly In ight. It 
would not be at all aurpiising if he 
proves to be, politically, a very signal 
failure, and if his career will be re- 
gardeil by young politicians in the 
future rather as a warning than as a;h 
example.

— " Europe a Standing: aiid 
Armed Camii." 



Lord Dufferin— or, to give him his full 
name, the Right Hon. Frederick Temple 
Hamilton Blackwood, Maniiiia of Duf- 
ferin and Ava — is about to retire from 
the Britiah public service, in which his 
career has been long, varied and diH- 
tingaished. Ho is now seventy years 
old, and ever since 1855, when he accom- 
panied Sir John Russell to Vienna in a 
aubordiniilo capacity, he Ima held one 
Govurnnieut puailiou or another. 13e- 
sidea half a dozen minor post:) lie liiis 
Leen Ambussailor lo Ht. Petersburg, 
Bome, and Paris, as well as Viceroy of 
India and Governor General of Canada. 
Since 1891 he has represented the Court 
of St. James at the French capital. 

The annual banquet of the British 
Cluuubcr of Commerce in Paris took 
place on the evening of June 1. Air, 
liardinj.'e, ihe President of the Cham- 
ber, preaiiieil, and Lord Dufferin was llie 
guest of lionor. Lady DuU'erin sat on 
the rit^lit of llie Cliainr.an and L')id 
Dufferin on liis left. After the health 
of the (iucen, Mr. Ilanlinge proposed 
the liealtli of Lord DuU'erin, ex [iressiii;^ 
his regret at Lord DuU'erin 'h deparluie 
and retiroinonl from tlie iliplomalic ser- 
vice. Lord DuU'erin, in reply, nnide 
what lie called his "last dymg speecli 
and confession," a sort o£ farewell lo 
diplomacy. lles;u(l: 

Mr. President, [>atliea and Cienlle- 
men : — It would be mere all'ectation 
upon my part if I did not recognize in 
the sympathetic terms of Mr. Jiar- 
dinge's apeecli. and in the kindness with 
which my name has been received, a de- 
sire upon the part of those present to 
make me feel that it is not without re- 
gret that they welcome ine for the last 
time to their ho-ipitalde boaril. Such an 
expression of jiood-wiU is most grateful 
to my feelinfis. 

" At my v.u-ious posts it has always 
been ray winli to aecpiire the conlideiu'e 
of the Knglisli culony, and everywhiM-e 1 
have been met with llie most kind cor- 
dial response at their hands. Tlie im- 
primatur of his resident compatriots is 
of great advantage to an ambassador, 
mother country, and their approbation 
for they rellect the sentinienta of our 
adds to his authority. While being 
close observers of his conduct and atti- 
tude, it is a guarantee to iheir fellow- 
coantrymen at home that he is not an 
unworthy representative of their sover- 
eign and nation. 

" But proud as I may be of this flat- 
terine reception, the occasion, aa you 
will understand, must be full to nie alao 
of many melancholy reflections. 1 ail- 
mit that it is with unfeigned sorrow thai 
1 quit this deii^;htlnl capital, where 
I.aily DuU'erin and myself liave lived so 
happily for the last four years, where 
we Jiave had tlie opportunity of renew- 
ing affectionate relations with our 
French friends of former days, and 
where wo have formed so many new 
ties. 

'■ To be an ainbassadur in Paris is re- 
cognized in every country as the ultim- 
ate reward and prize of the diplomatic 
profession. Nor need this be wondered 
at when we consider how all the aspira- 
tion, whether of our intellectual, social, 
or aesthetic faculties, caa be bo fully 
Batisfied within its precincts. Since 
very early limes Paris has been the 
Mecca, Die Holy City of Arts, Sciences, 
the Graces, and the inventive energies 
that adorn, nay, that create, civilization, 
and instead of threatening her sover- 
eignty, succeeding ages have only con- 
firmed its snpremacy — a supremacy of 
which the great exhibition which is to 
inaugurate the birth of the next cen- 
tury will, I trust, prove the crowning 
triumph and consuuiination. 

"Nor, this being luy last, dying 
speech and confession, can 1 refrain 
from taking this opportunity of ex])ress- 
ing my grateful thanks to the public 
men of this country with whom it has 
been my good fortune to be brought in 
contact, by one and all of them I have 
been treated with the greatest indul- 
gence, courtesy and consideration; 
for a single instant, no matter what 
controveraies may have arisen between 
ua, have our personal relations ceased to 
he of the pleasantesl and most congenial 
character. JOven in regard to these same 
controveraies, thanks to the wisdom and 
the amicable sjiirit of the two govern- 
ments and the mutual esteem of .^L de 
Courcel and l/n-d Salisljiiry, many of the 
thorny problems wliii'h gave rise to them 
have been already removed from the 
arena of dispute, including what at one 
time appeared the moat formidable of 
them all, viz., Siani, not to mention 
many other minor questions, to the sat- 
isfaction of both countries. And though 
a few difTerences in regard to territories 
adjoining the Niger are still sub judice, 
it may be reasonably hoped they will 
disappear amid the assuacing amenities 
of the Internntional eoniinission to 
which they have been referred. 

"Nor, if 1 dared to take sncli a liberty, 
would I willingly rc^frain from a kindly 
reference to the jirc'ss of Paris. It is 
true when I was lirst subjected to its 
acute and patriotic observation, it was 
disposed to exhibit toward me an at- 
titude — well, I will say an attitude of 
coyness. ISnt there were artificial cir- 
cumstancea existing at the time which 
authciently accounted for what hap- 
pened, and, knowing in my own heart 
how anxious 1 was to discharge the 
duties of my oflice in a spirit of loy- 
alty and conciliation, convinced 
that no outsider could have come 
to France with a rii;;her appreci 
ation of tlie qualities of its inhabitants, 
or who could have already worked more 
harmoniously with its representatives 
abroad. I had little doubt tliiit your dis- 
criminating journalists would eventnallv 
recognize in me the well-wish(!r of their 
country. Nor have my anticipation.- 
been disappointed, for even on. those 
occasions when the newspaper polemics 
between the two capitals nssumed a 
character of consiilerable velieinence, 
not to say violence, the war of words left 
the embassy a land of (ioahen un- 
Bcathed and unassailed by thu least in- 
■ iurioua suggeation. 

' "But, ladies and gentlemen, however 
much I may lament being torn up with 



bleeding routs from among you by the 
inexoraljle hand of the foreign otiice, in 
what, if we consider the eighty-seven 
years of your gay, energetic and hard- 
working honorary i)resident, Sir Ivlwiircl 
lUouul, I may fairly call the very llower 
and summer of my days — I cannot t-om- 
plain of the rule widen lixes the ajte at 
which 1 have arrived— and which no 
power on earth will induce iiie to coin- 
mnideale to the ladies present, as the 
epoch for the compulsory retirement of 
amliassadors. My only doubt Is whether 
it should not be enforced at an eivr.Uur 
period. 

"The Diplomatic Service is undoubt- 
edly one of the nijst advantageouBofthe 
liberal professions, but it has certain 
drawbacks in these days of intense com- 
|)etition. It can oidy be entorei.1 after a 
severe examination, which iini)lies an 
expensive eilncalion prolonged through 
many preparatory yeais. The earlier 
stages uf the career are unreniunerntive, 
and the worlj desultory, mechanical iiml 
often uninteresting, its latter i>hases, 
however, are most attractive, lull of re- 
sponsibility ami imiiortaiu-e, and its 
prizes are aa worthy of a inairs aiuln- 
tion as any at the ilisposal of the Crown. 

" The thing that casts a alualuw over 
the ])ros|)ects of those who follow diplo- 
macy, as indeed is the case in most iiro- 
fessions, is the slowness, the uncertain- 
ity, ami sometimes the stagnation of 
promotion. In this last event the 
younger members are suUocated by the 
solid crust of the ranks above them, 
while these in their turn grow stale and 
disheartened anud the monotony and 
routine of their trivial though necessary 
duties. Now changeand advancement are 
the very life of ('vei y career. 1 1 is the oxy- 
gen wlii('li revivilies iiur blcjod , bi'igliteiis 
our inteiligenee, stimulates our initi- 
ative, and I assure you it is the Lrreatest 
possible consolation to those who are 
stepiii ng down from their biijli stjitifui 
to think that they arc making room for 
youiigin- men. 

" lOveii so, such a break with the past 
I'lMiiiiit [ail In he nainful, for it is liotonly 
the eoni-liisioii of a chapter, but it is the 
closing of a hook. Though a luiiii's life 
may be extended a few yeara beyond the 
span of its ollieia! existence, its recorti 
can never be more than a dry appendix 
printed in a smaller type, and on the 
face of it neither inviting nor worthy of 
]ierusal. 

" Nor, at such a turning point, can one 

help lecognizing with a sense of regret 
one's many shortcomings in the .service 
of one's (!oimtry, and the insignificance 
of one's efforts for the advancement of 
its interests. Though brouglil into con- 
tact with great events and coiKterned 
with niomeiitous issues, one's role is 
rather that of the objeitl floating on the 
sLreaiii and indicating its courne than 
that of the contndling force which hur- 
ries it along ami deterni ine.s its destina- 
tion, for iiolitical results are now less the 
fruit of individual ellbrt than of those 
mighty popular energies which have 
been vitalized by our modern civili- 
zation. 

■ " And with this reflection there must 
inevitably be mingled a feeling almost 
of shame at the thought of bow fre- 
quently one has entered into other men's 
labors, and obtained credit for achieve- 
ments which, if their real oriuinR and 
developments v.ere scrutinized, would 
properly belong to those far more tie- 
serving than one's self. 

"In India this is es|)ecially the case, 
where, amid a thousand zealous labor- 
ers, of whom the world hears tiothing, 
one vicerijy plows, another sows, ajid a 
third gathers the fruit, whether for 
good or evil. In the dij)loniatic service 
even our disjiatches are often drafted by 
other hands than our own I and oin- un- 
named subordinates jirepare our suc- 
cesses. 

"In this connection I cannot help 
gratefully acknowledging the loyal 
assistance I have received from the vari- 
ous chancelleries of St. Petersburg, Con- 
stantinople, Egypt and Eome; while in 
Paris lam bound to admit that through- 
out the tenure of my post I have been 
the least industrious member of this 
zealous and hard-worked estahlishineiit, 
the burden of the <lay, bap|)ily for iiie, 
having falltm upon the shoulders of the 
two ministers plenijiotentiiiry , Mr. 
IMiipps and Mr. Howard, with whom it 
has been my happiness to coiluborate. 

" Ihit whatever may be the nps and 
downs of the diplomatic career, every 
member of the service, no matter bow 
unpromising his post, may console him- 
self with the reflection that if he is in- 
dustrioiia, priulent,and above all single- 
minded, the bread he casts upon the 
waters will not be lost, and that per- 
haps when he least expects it his day 
will dawn. For, though, like every- 
thing else, the outward aspects of dip- 
lomacy have (dianged since the begin- 
ning of the century, never have nations 
stood in gieater need of the thing itself 
than at the present time.

Our harbors are 
stuffed aiul the seas swarm with iron- 
clad navies, to whose iiumbBrs, I am 
forced to admit, ICnghind has been 
oblii2;(?d, in self-defence, to ad.l her mod- 
est (juota. 10 yen in the remotest East, 
the passion for military expansion has 
displayed an unexpected development. 

" In fact, thanks to the telegraph, the 
globe itself has become a mere bundle of 
nerves, and the slightest disturbance at 
any one point of the system sends a por- 
tentouH tremor through its morbidly 
sensitive Hurface. Wo are toKl by the 
poets of old that when Zens nodded, the 
goldi'ii halls of his Olympus shook to 
their foundation. To-day it would suf- 
lice f(jr anyone of half a dozen august 
persoiumes to speak above bis breath or 
unwittingly to raise bis little linger, 
anil, like heaven overcharged with elec- 
tricity, the existing condition of unstable 
equilibrium which sustains the F,uro- 
poan political system wouhl be overset, 
and war, waged under circuriislaiices of 
greater horror than has been liitherto 
known to the experience of mankind, 
might eventually envelop, not Europe 
but two, nay, all the four, continents at 
once, since in every one of them repre- 
sentatives and offalioota of the contend- 
ing nations would, of necessity, be 
bromrbt into collision. 

" Well, ladies and gentlemen, it is to 
prevent a catastrophe of this kind that 
we meek, civil-spoken, and niild-maii- 
nered jiersons liavi^ been iiiveiitcd. 
Looking at us, you will pi^o-hap.s Hay that 
wo are but a poor and feeble folk, and 
our calling a sorry preservative ngainst 
such dangers, but such as it is it is the 
best device that human inu'i'iinity has 
been able to discover. After a;l, a very 
thin wire proves a perfectly ell'ective 
lightning conductor, and for over fifty 
ye.irs, thanks to this unpretending 
agency, an unbroken peace has been

The Htuamsbi)) Braemer, which has 
been chartered by the Northern Pacific 
Steainahip Coni|)any to go on the Ori- 
ental run for two trips, is one of the 
heaviest carriers in I'acifR' waters. .She 
was built in 1S;» I, by .lohu Warrack i^c 
Co., of Leitb, Soot'and, to rim belweeu 
Xew York and Ghiiui, around the Gape 
of Good Hope, and has a total length of 
3 13 feet, and a width of 44 feet. Her 
gross tonnage is 3,600, and 2,315 net. 
The bunker capacity is 510 tons; water 
ballast, 700 tons; cargo, 6,4(iO tons, giv- 
ing a total carrying power of 7,(i00 tons. 
The engines are 400 horse- power, with 
11 and (iT-inch cylinder.?, liaving a 
strokejof ;-15 inches. Cai)taiii Porter, 
formerly of the steamer Albany, is in 
command. The Braemer ia due at Vic- 
toria July 0, wi(li -tjoOO toiia of tea and 
1,000 tons of merchandise. Her next 
arrival will be September 20. 

TUB " COMUS " C0>ttN0. 

Her Majesty's ship Gomus left San 
Francisco for Esquiinalt on Saturday 
last and should arrive here to-day or to- 
morrow under favorable weather. In 
connection with her departure from the 
Bay City, the iSan Franei.sco Call says: 
" The Comua was last in San Francisco 
bay on the occasion of the visit of the 
I'rinc^esa houi-^e, when she took the 
royal parly to Victoria, B.C., and back 
again. On this occasion she lun out of 
coal and had to jnit in here for a fresh 
8U|)ply. On her arrival at Es(iuinialt 
she will probably be sent to Behring 
sea to look after the sealers." The 
Comua reached San Francisco early last 
week, having put in there for shelter 
while on route.

Accoriling to expectations, the C.l'.N. 
company's new steamer Tees will arrive 
here from iiiiglaiid some time ne.'^t 
inoiith. She rei)orled at St. Vincent, 
and was expected to call at .Montevideo 
eii route, bvt it is believed that she con- 
tinued on her voyage instead.

SIR LEONARD TEE!, 



Another of the Fathers of [Confed- 
,eratiou Beriioyed From 
Earthly Scenes. 



He Introduced and for Some Years 
Directed Canada's National 
Policy. 



St. John, ,Tune ~5, — (Spi'cii'l) — Sir 
Leonard Tilley died this morning, after 
an illness of about one week, of blood 
poisoning. At his deathbed were Lady 
Tilley, her three son, Col. Toller, of 
Ottawa, and other relatives. jNlrs. T. R. 
Burpee, of Winnipeg, is a daughter of 
the deceased. 

One by one the fathers of tbe 
Canadian confederation are passing 
away, the latest of them to leave theiie 
earthly scenes and join his old associates 
in the world unkiiou-n being Sir Samuel 
Leonard Tilli^y, for many years a nro- 
minent statesman in his native jnoviiu'e, 
New Brunswick, of whicii he beeamo 
Premier, but a position which he tem- 
porarily lost when the (inestion of con- 
federation was lirst submitted to the 
people at the polls. 

However, the government which suc- 
ceeiled did not long remain in office and 
oil a further appeal to the people Mr. 
Tilley and his followers were triumph- 
antly supported. Prior to the issue of 
union with Canada lieing tbe absorbing 
(lueslion in the .Maritime jiroviiiees Mi'. 
Tilley prominently and eanu!stly i.'ham- 
Ijioned the tem]iei'ance (|iiesti(jn, was an 
earnest advocate of railways, ami in (is- 
cal matters was w.lwaya upon the side of 
protection. 

In ISnO ho was first returned to I'arlia- 
ment in the lieforni interest for the city 
of St. .lolin, and in 18,57 became premier, 
and leader of what in provincial ali'airs 
was known as the Liberal party. In 
ISG l be attended the Oharlottetown con- 
ference, wlnjse object was to consider 
aud devise ■ the terms upon which 
a Maritime Union, made ud of Nova 
Scotia, New Brnnstvick and Prince Kd- 
ward Island, could be carried intoefl'ect. 
Out of this was developed the greater 
proposal for a confederation of all the 
Briiish Colonies in North America, and 
the same year ( 18GI), at the invitation 
of the late Sir ,lohn A. Macdonald, the 
(.iiieliec conference met on October 10, 
at ^vhich the famous (-iuebec scheme 
was formnlaU'd. Ki'jMesentati vea for 
Upper and Lower Canada, Nova 
Scotia and Xew Brunswick, among 
them Mr. Tilley visiteil London 
in 1865 to complete ihe terms of union, 
and on July I, 1S(!7, tbe Canadian Con- 
federation was iifihered into existence. 
I"or ilia services in connection with con- 
federation Sir Leonard was, in 1807, 
created a C. B. (civil), and on May 24, 
187i) (a birthday honor), was made 
K.C.M.G. He was Canada's first Min- 
ister of Customs. In 1873 he became 
Minister of Finance, succeeding Sir 
Francis Ilineks ; but the same year ac- 
cepted the Lieutenant-Gcvernorahip of 
New Bninawick. 

In 1878, on the return to iiower of hia 
old political associates, he once more 
accepted odice, re-occupying the post of 
Finance Minister. It was under his 
auspices and direction that the 
National Policy was introduced n Par- 
liament, and the polity of Protection 
became the liscal policy of the countiy, 
under which every one of its interests 
has prospered, and the country at large 
has progressed, if not by leaps and 
bounds, in a manner that has been so 
satisfactory to all save the croakers, 
whom nothing will satisfy, save when 
they individually, or their friends, are 
occupants of the treasury benches. 
Mr. Tilley's exposition to the House of 
Commons of the policy which he and his 
colleiigues were returned to oflice to in- 
iuiuurate was at tbe time, antl has been 
aubseiiuently, regarded by friends and 
foes alike as lucid, as able and as 
elaborate a statomeiit ol tbe case as it 
could have been possible to ]iieseiit. 
Scarcely an asjieet of tbe ease, 
was omitted, and it was am- 
ply demonstrated how well-calculated 
was the conteinplatiid di-parturi! 
to meet the reiiuirements of the situa- 
tion antl to foster and build iii> every 
industry and interest which had for so 
long lieen languishing. 

Sir Leonard remained in the Cabinet 
until OctoberjJlSSB, when failing health 
ct!m|)elled him to retire from active 
otlicial life, and he again occupied the 
Lieutenant-Governorship of the province 
whose destinies he had done so much to 
determine ami direct. Xo man in Can- 
a<la was more widely or di^servedly re- 
sjiected, and in hia deciiniiig year'a hi! 
had the proud satisfaction of "knowing 
that he was a|)preciated and rc8])ected 
liy all— l)el,)ved, indeed, by Ihose who 
were more intimately acqiiainteii with 
liim. 

Sir Leonard was born in Gagidown, 
Queens County, New Brunswick, MavH, 
1818, being grandson of .Samuel Tilley, 
a Loyalist, who at the close of the 
American revolution left New York and 
settled in New Brunswick, and was a 
grantee of the city of St. John. Sir 
J^eonard was for many years engaged in 
business as a druggist.

Loxno.N, June 25. — A dispatch from 
Capetown announces that Earl Grey, re- 
sident tidininistrator for the British 
.South Africa Co., has telegraphed from 
Biilawayo declining assistance against 
the outbreak in .Masliontiland. lie says 
that he considers that the 70'J whites in 
Mashonaland with the 800 reinforce- 
ments now on the way will suffice for all 
emergencies.

The Russian cabinet baa addressed a 
strong note to Berlin protesting against 
the action of "the I'higlish and Holland- 
isli-Colonial armies" in luring Russian 
youths across the frontier with promises 
of money, in order to sell them to foreign 
recruiting masters. The i)rice jmid is 
usually twenty marks, i.nd numerous 
cases are on record where Russian 
parents conducted the arrangements in 
selling their sons to the highest bidder.

Powers have agreed to a joint action in

In case of necessity the}' 
wouhl probably com inence by addressing 
a collective note to the government at 
Waahiiigton.
